Madam Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


We present the Annual Report for the Year 1971, 
the main items are summarised as follows;~ 


Population. 

The population of the Borough decreased by 
approximately 1,400 in 1971. This was conseguent upon tne 
closing of the Poyal Naval Air Station at Brawdy. It is expected 
that this decrease Will be madé géod to some extent during 


1972. 
Mortality Statistics. 


There were 128 deaths in the Borough during 1971. 
This represents a General Death rate of 13.5 per 1,000 population, 
which is higher than the National Death rate. 55% of all deaths 
were due to diseases of Heart and Cerebro-vascular system, 


There was a considerable decrease in the number 
of deaths attributed to Cancer, and to accidents compared with 
the previous year. The death rate from bobh these causes compares 
favourably with National rates, 


The number of Infant deaths remained substantially 
the same and gives a favourable Infant Mortality rate for the 
Boroughe 

For the second successive year there were no deaths 
attributed to Tuberculosis. 


Birth Statistics. 


There were 154’ live births in the borough during 
1971, This is a considerable decrease over the preceding year 
and is reflected in the low Birth rate as compared with the 
National rate. The removal from the District, subsequent upon 
the closing of the R.N.A.S. at Brawdy, of a large number of 
young married couples undoubtedly contributed largely to this 
Situation. 

There were 4 Still Births gtiving a Still Birth 
rate somewhat higher than the National rate. 


The number of Illegitimate Births increased by 
1006; eas compared with 1970. The percentage of Illegitimate 
ee in the Borough was 14% compared with a National rate 
of O¢:,

Infectious Diseases. 

There was a very low inci@ence of Infectious Dis eases 
in the Borough during the year, This, no doubt, 4g due to the 
extensive Immunisation programme carried out throughout the Countye 


Routine vaccination against Smallpox has now been 
discontinued, 

Immunisation of 13 year old girls against Rubella; 
(German Measles) commenced towards the end of 1970 and continued 
during 1971. The object of this being to forestall foetal 
deformities due to German Measles infection during pregnancy. 


Environmental Hygiene,& General Sanitation. 


While an introduction id given to each of the main 
headings in Part II of the Report relating to the years work of the 
Public Health Department, it may be appropriate at this stage to 
take a wider view of some environmental health subjects. 

The disruptions & uncertainties of a major Local 
Government reorganisation draws inexorably nearer, and patterns 
familiar to councillors, officials & the public will soon disappeare 
Much will depend on the goodwill and wholehearted support of all 
involved in order to make these very big changes effective. Thosé 
who administer the present system know its virtues as well as its 
fautts and they may have doubts as to woether a big Authority is 
necessarily a better one. It would be unrealistic to expect that 
the trend for mergers and rationalisation, which ihdustpial and 
commercial undertakings find advantageous should not include 
local government. 


The Royal Commission on Local Government said that 
the new system would provide "a greatly improved service to the 
public, both in providing a better environment,and in taking care 
of the needs of individual people and families". Should this aim 
be achieved most would agree that the enc justified the means. 

The environmental health problems of to-day will of 
course not disappear with amalgamation, but they Will be able to 
be tackled on a wider more uniform front, The task will still be to 
clear the slums,to build houses & to replace them,and to improve 
sub-standard dwellings until everyone is decently housed; to control 
pollution of the environment by ensuring that sewage is properly 
disposed of, & by minimising air pollution é noises and the 
improvement & reclamation of direlict sites. 

The tecnical knowledge to obtain these benefits is 
available now and we can have the standard of environment which we 
are prepared to pay for. 


Conclusion. We wish to thank the staff of the Public Health 
Department together with the staff of other department for their 
continued assistance during the year, and all members of the Council 
for their courtesy & co-operation in the field of Public Health.

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Housing Act 1957. 

Confirmation was received in July from the Welsh 
Office of the Heverfordwest No.1 (gueens Square - North street) 
Compulsory Purchase Order. Four families living in this area 
are still waiting rehousing by the Council. 


When this is completed the worst concentration 
of slum houses in the Borough will be removed and with the 
demolition of the houses and additional premises a very useful 
site for redevelopment will become available. 


Seven individual houses were made tie subject 
of Demolition Orders, and the demolition took place within 
the year. 


Two Closing Orders were made relating to 
individual unfit houses, 


The programme of Slum Clearance which the Council 
was reguired to submit to the Welsh Office for the three years 
enoane 15/75 contained a list of forty-three houses and action 
has been taken in resPect of twenty~nine of these properties, 


The amount payable by way of Improvement Grants 
to owners of substandard houses was raised to a maximum of 
Pmolowper house during the year, and this has had a profound 
effect on the approach to Slum Clearance. It now becomes sound 
economics for owners of houses which in the past would have 
inevitably become the subject of Slum Clearance action to spend 
sufficicnt money to bring them up to a reasonable standard of 
fitness, 

: In a town such as Haverfordwest where a large 
proportion of the housing stock consists of very old terraced 
Gottages the advantage of this becomes very apperent. The 
Gharacter and continuity of the-area is preserved, the demand 
fer searece and expensive land for replacement houses. is reduced, 
and peeple can continue to live in familiar and convenient 
parts of the Town instead of being dispersed to housing estates 
on the outskirts, Minor disadvantages are lack of garage space 
and a house which seldom is as spacious as the Perker Morris 
Standard, but to many people these are minor inconvéniences 
compared with obtaining c house within their means in a central 
part of the Town. 

Housing Act 1969 

This Act came into force in August 1969 and a summary 
of its provisions was contained tn the Annual Report for the 
year ending 1969. One of the important provisions of the Act was 
the power whereby owners of tenanted houses still remaining 
under the rent control could apply to the Local Authority for 
Qualifieation Certificates, If a house is in a good state of 
repair and has all the five standard amenities,the owner, on 
being issued with a Qyalification Certificate by the Local 
Authority can apply to the Rent Officer who will change the 
controlled tenancy to a regulated tenancy at a fair rent 
fined by him,

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CAMPING AND CARAVAN SITES 


There are no sites either residential or for holiday 
use registered under the provisions of the Caravan Sites 
and Control of Development Act 1960. 


The problem of itinerant's caravans reached a new 
alarming lavel when eighteen Irish tinkers caravans pulled 
on to the Marsh Yard. This occurred just after six local 
gypsy femilies had moved there. The locals guickly decamped, 
and a confrontation between the tinkers, the Police and your 
officers resulted in the tinkers moving, after being given 
twenty-four hours notice. 


Qn numerous occasions single vans and family groups 
were towed off such sites as Under the Hills, Picton Playing 
Pields,Snowdrop Lane and other areas, After one group of 
Six femilies hed been’ towed off land in the Borough three 
Gimes within the Space of | week the Council resolved that 
tiey should Devaltowed—to.oceupy aon erea of land adjoining 
the Secotehwells Car Park until the end of the year, 


Some progress was made towards the provision of a 
permanent gypsy site, as required by the Caravan Sites Act 
1968, with the purchase of 1.6 acres of land at Under the Hillis 
and the approval of plans for the construction of a site for 
six fomilics. 


This site will financed by the County Council and its 
day to day running will be the responsibility of the Borough 
Council. On compiction the six gypsy familics at present on 
the Council land at Scotchwells Car Park will be transferred 
to this new site, 


An approach was made to the Council by the Pembrokeshire 
County Council and the Haverfordwest Rural District Council 
regarding the use of land owned by the Borough at Fortunes 
Frolic. Very strong objections to this were raised by adjoining 
residents and the Council decided not to sell the land for 
this purpose. 


One prosecution was taken for a contravention of 
Section 1 of the Caravan Sites and Control of Development 
Act 1960 which relates to the use of land as a caravan site 
without a site licence, The Majistrates imposed a fine of 
£10. 
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NOISE ABATEMENT ACT 1960 


The number of complaints received in the Department 
recarding noise nuisance remains surprisingly low. Only 
three complaints were investigated. The type of complaints 
were as follows:- 


(1) Noise nuisance from dogs.

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STREET SCAVENGING. 


Ririn sche, year the Wayne,mechanieal, road 
sweeper, which was four years old and had been of Limited 
use only, was taken out of service and was eventually 
purchased by the Central Bléctricity Generating Board. 
After viewingdemonstrations of more powerful machanical 
sweepers tne Council ordered a Johnston Junior dual sweep 
Ssunction road sweeper in July at a cost of £4,900. Owing 
to production delays delivery had not taken place at the 
end OL the year. 


For most of the year all road sweeping was cone 
by hand by four sweepers. One sweeper and one driver who 
lert the Couneil'’s employment were not replaced in view. of 
the expected dclivery of the new mechanical sweeper, 


Tos system of weeding footpaths and kerps by canual 
labour for three months in the summer was discontinued and 
chemical spray control of some twenty miles of footpaths 
was carried out by Rentokil Ltc.This proved to bemore effective 
than hand sweeping at a fraction of the cost.

There is no. doubt that the majority 
on customer ‘complaints nefer to, this, type. of product... and 
where the only indication of the date of manufacture is by 
means of a complicated code, which is often not disclosed 
top aie renoaler, it follows that. the purchaser and retailer 
ane ab 2 disacvantage, Stock control by the retailer is 
needlessly cifficult and complicated and there is 4 growing 
bocy of opinion that open date marketing of these products 
should be compulsory. 


The Food Standards Committee set up by the 
Government under the Food and Drugs Act 1955 has been 
eonsidering all aspects of this guestion and their report 
is awaited.
